has entered the trust and that the trusts 
formation will be announced next week. 
The Standard Oil Co.'s immense wealth is 
behind this trust. Its capitalization prob- 
ably will be $500,000,000.

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SUICIDE OF 
S, J, CASSETTY, 


Fragments of a Woman’s Let- 
ter Found Near Him. 


TOOK POISON IN FOREST PARK. 


PROMINENT RAILROAD MAN 
KNOWN AS. “CYNIC.” 


Identification of the Body by Two 
Friends Who Were Led by Sub- 
conscious Power to the 
Morgue. 


Sidney J. Cassetty, formerly a prominent 
railroad official, was found dead in Forest 
Park by mounted policemen Tuesday morn- 
ing He was about 38 years old and un- 
married. ' 

The body was erect, in a sitting posture, 
on a bench in picnic grounds No. 1, the 
| legs crossed in an easy position, the hands 
clasped and the open eyes of death staring 
blankly at the rising sun. 

There was a two-ounce vial, labeled 
“Morphine.” on the bench, and there were 
remnants of its former contents in 
bottom. There was also a preity little 
giass flask with dregs of the sleep-induc-

of ® letter. So tiny Were the fragments 
that the police were unable to put them to- 
ether and read the message that may 
ave caused the death of the man on the 


nch. . 
But this they sng from the little 
straps of white: They were the remnants 
of a sheet of fine linen stationery, and 
the chirography they bore was of a wo- 
man's making. The man on the bench had 
evidently read a missive from a woman in 
his last moments and then had torn the 
thing to bits. 

Cassetty’s body was identified atthe 
Morgue by Will Tamblyn, Speaker of the 
House of Delegates, “and Dr. E. Chance!l- 
lor, both of whom were intimate friends of 
Cassetty. Neither of them knew his ad- 
dress. 

These gentlemen were greatly shocked by 
the discovery of their friend's tragic 
death. The discovery came about in a pe- 
cullar manner which accentuated the sit- 
uation. Mr. Tamblyn and Dr. Chancellor 
chanced to meet at the City Hall at about 
9 o'clock a. m. Each asked the other about 
their mutual friend, Cassetty. Mr. Tam- 
biyn had not seen him for two weeks. Dr. 
Chancellor said he and Cassetty had taken 
luncheon together on Sunday before last 
and that he had not seen their friend since 
that occasion. 

Mr. Tamblyn expressed some fear about 
the missing friend's welfare. Both he and 
the doctor were greatly surprised and not a 
little worried that neither of them had 
heard from Cassetty for more than a week. 
They discussed his probable whereabouts 
and left the City Hall together, directing 
their stepe seemingly by intuition south on 
Twelfth street. which direction, taken from 
the City Hall, leads to the public dead 
house. Neither suggested to the other 
where they were going unless it was in 
communion by their sub-conscious selves. 
When they arrived in front of the little 
square building the doors were wide open 
as is the case when an unfortunate, whose 
name is not known, is there for public in- 
epection and identification. The two friends 
went in. A plece of note paper pasted on 
the glass screen bore this legend: ‘This 
man found dead in Forest Park. If any- 
body knows him, please communicate with 
the Morgue superintendent.”’ 

The “‘man” was their friend, Cassetty. 
They found him where they had uncon- 
sciously sovght him.

FLOOD PROPHETS 
D0 NOT AGREE 


Dr. Hyatt Refuses to Hedge 
on His Warning. 


RIVER MEN SEE NO DANGER. 


VETERAN CAPT. SIMS SAYS HE 
EKENOWS ALL ABOUT IT. 


East St. Louisans View the Outlook 
Calmly and Will Not Become 
Alarmed Unless Unusually 
Heavy Rains Set in. 


Dr. Richard J. Hyatt sees no reason to 
hedge on his official forecast of Monday 
regarding -the prospect of a big overflow 
in the Missouri and Ohio Rivers. He says 
the danger point at St. Louis may be 
reached within a week. 


The veteran river man, who is a half- 


the | 


brother to the “oldest inhabitant,’’ disa- 
grees with Dr. Hyatt and declares the 
chances for a flood hereabouts are about as 
distant ‘as the moon from -the earth. 

Capt. T. B. Sims, in charge of the steam- 
er Hill City, has watched the course of the 
Mississippi for years. He can recollect 
floods of 40 years ago. To prove how they 
come and what causes them, basing ‘his 
opinion on past conditions, Capt. Sims 
says: . 

“Only the heaviest rains in the Ohio Val- 
ley and along the Mississippi can bring 
about a flood. Both the lower Mississippl 
and Ohio rivers are falling every day. 
There is not over 2% feet at St. Louis now, 
and it is doubtful if the rise here will ex- 
ceed 26 feet.’’ 

Dr. Hyatt says that during the last 2 
hours there was a rise of one foot and six 
inches at Cairo. Prior to that, he says, the 
river was faliing at Cairo, but not suffi- 
cently to stop the overflow. 

“The Arkansas River has gone up six 
feet,’’ says the Doctor, “which is enough 
to hold up the lower Mississippi. The Ohio 
at Louisville and Cairo is stationary. At 
Vicksburg the Mississippi is two feet above 
the danger point, while the Cumberland is 
rising at Nasnville. 

The Mississippi at Dubuque !s steadily 
rising and the Missourt is at high gauge 
marks at Kansas City and Omaha. We 
think our proclamation warning the farmers 
along the Missouri and Ohio to be prepared 
for high water holds good. The gauge at 
St.. @ouis’ to-day registered 24 feet and 8 
inches and I am positive the %0-foot stage, 
avhich. is the danger point,-will be: reached. 
That means the water will reach the top 
of the levee. Whether it will go any fur- 
ther is a question.” 


There is no alarm in East St. Louie over 
the present stage of the Miesissippi. Old 
residents say they are confident that unless 
an upusually heavy rainy “‘spell’’ sets in 
there will be no cause for alarm, 

“With the Missourt River on a ram- 
page and a long, rainy season in this sec- 
tion at the same time, there is always dan- 
ger of a fiood,”’ said an old citizen. ‘“For- 
tunately this spri the Mississippi is be- 
ing fed only by the Missouri River freshets 
and I am positive there will not be an ex- 
tremely rainy season.” 

Supt. Frank Horner of the East St. Iquis 
waterworks said the gauge at the pump- 
house. at 7 o'clock Tuesday morning re- 
corded a rise of six inches in 12 hours, or a 
24-foot stage. ‘““At that rate it will take 
the river a week to get to the danger line 
on the East Side and I’m sure the Missouri 
River floods will all be emptied into the 
Gulf of Mexico in that time without the 
slightest damage to anything :in this sec- 


tion.” 
RISING AT OMAHA. 


The Weather Officials Surprised by 
the Erratic Missouri. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 2%.—With a fall of 
2.2 feet in the river at Sioux City yesterday 
the stream at thie point gave tne Weather 
Bureau officials at this point a surprise 
last night by ae 0.3 of a foot. Tne only 
additional damage done at this point dur- 
ing the night was by water backing up Into 
low places:‘which had not been filled to the 
level of the river yesterday. This has 
about stopped, however. It is thougnt 
Swift & Co.’s big ‘ice houses are safe, as 
the water at that point ‘is not rising p®r- 
ceptibly this morning. The smelter has 
not suffered materially beyond the flooding 
of the ore crushing plant last night. The 
Illinois Central grade on the Iowa side ts 
standing up fairly well, but fears are ex- 
pressed that the new grade will melt away 
as the water recedes. 


MISSOURI IS STILL RISING. 


So Far, However, There Has Been But 


Little Damage. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 2%.—A still fur- 
ther rise in the Missourt River of five 
inches was recorded here to-day. The 
gauge this morning rea 22.2, one and 
two-tenths feet over the ganger line. The 
water in the bottoms has encroached grad- 
alae of business houses situated on the 
river. but no serious damage is apparent. 
The weather bureau's statements made yes- 
terday are practically re peated to-day. A 
continued slow rise at Kansas City until 
Thursday is predicted. The river will, it 
is thought, become statiorary 15 to & hours 
earlier at St. Joseph an intermediate 
oints. The rise at St. Joseph in the last 24 
ours has amounted to four Inches, and at

Otis finds it reer = to prosecute an of- 
fensive campaign © ainst the Filipinos, 
with the heavy raiti and torrid heat of the 
climate so much ainst him, is not ex- 
plained at the War Department, It is said 
that Gen. Otis is left free to act upon his 
own judgment. | 

Outside of the War Department the be- 
lief is that Gen. Otis is endeavoring by the 
present movement to hem in the insurgents, 
That he expects Lawton’‘to come in from 
the north and cut off the Filipinos retreat 
after MacArthur has taken Calumpit. 

This maneuver, if successful, would be a 
crushing blow to the insurgents. 

If this movement ehould fail and the 
Americans are forced by the rains to cease 
offensive operations and withdraw to posts 
near Manila, the rebels will follow up this 
backward movement, again intrench them- 
selves just beyond gunshot of the Ameri- 
can lines, and next epring all this territory 
now held by Otis will have to be won anew. 

One feature of the present movement that 
causes comment is that the volunteers, 
whose terms of servicé has already expired 
are doing most of the severe fighting. 

Calumpit lies on the left bank of a small 
Stream at its confluence with the large 
river Rio Grande. It is a substantially 
built town, with some 2000 houses.

These 
threads were indeed but slight, and that 
they were grasped so qucikly by Burns 
and their real importance recognized, is Dut 
a passing tribute to his foresight and skill. 

“If the process of making the counterfeit 
was such as I had in mind the plates must 
have been ready for the work in March or 
April, for it wes in June, 1897, that the 
counterfeits were discovered in Washing- 
ton, as it would necessarily take from four 
to six weeks to turn them, out. 

“As a matter of fact, a mumber of the 
spurious ‘Monroe head’ $100 certificates had 
been accepted as genuine at the Subtreas- 
ury in Washington. I have a large number 
of them in my possession now, including 
several that deceived the Washington offi- 
clals. 

“Officer Burns ascertained that at about 
the same time that the plates were made, 
according to my theory, the prigoners, Tay- 
lor and Bredell, had disappeared for a 
while and that some friends of theirs who 
were in the habit of visiting the office at 
106 Walnut street could not get admit- 
tance. The office was, in fact, closed. We 
now inquired into the standing of these 
two men as engravers, Taylor, it was 
learned, was an absolute master of en- 
graving on stee!l, and had invented a new 
process of his own. He wae a man of infi- 
nite patience, and was regarded as the best 
all-round man in the business. His part- 
ner, Bredell, was aA mechanic of 
the highest order, really a geniue, who 
could make anything in the mechanical line. 
He constructed a geometrical lathe and a 
new pantagraph. He was also an expert 
transferrer and one of his productions was 
a ‘cycloidal machine,’ used in engraving 
curved lines. The combination of two such 
men seemed to us likely to produce remark- 
able results. A further significant fact was 
that after June, 1897, these two men dis- 
played diamonds.

If the men had succeeded 
in beginning operations, the new bills would 
have been so ng wet as to be ex- 
tremely dangerous. reat difficulty would 
have been experienced in detecting the bad 
bills from the good, and the result on the 
currency system of the country would have 
been d-sastrous. 

Never before have counterfeiters at- 
tempted to do business on such an exten- 
sive scale. Thés is the first time that 
efforts have been made to manufacture 
paper identical with that used by the 
Government. The whole case is without 
a parallel in the trade of the counterfeiter. 


CHARGED WITH DOUBLE MURDER 


Husband of One of the Women Killed 
Near Murphysboro Denounced 
by Her Mother. 


MURPHYSBORO, MII, April &.—Frank 
Davie, who was yesterday arrested, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Davie and May 
Millstead in a tent near here Friday night, 
etill refers to his alleged victim as “‘my dear 
little wife.’’ Davie arrived here yesterday, 
accompanie@ by his mother-in-law and 
father-in-law from Fredonia, and professed 
ignorance of his wife's death until notified 
by the authorities in this city. 

s0Qqn as the mother of the dead wom- 
an heard of the murder she said she be- 
lieved Davie committed the deed and she 
charged him with the crime at the coffins 
of the dead women, in the undertaking es- 
tablishment where the bodies had been pre- 
pared for burial. 

Testimony at the inquest showed that the 
women had been visited Friday night by 
two men, and that about 7 o'clock some 
person fired a revolver outside the tent 
several times, one bullet going through the 
canvas, All inside ran out and the person 
who is supposed to have fired the shots 
called out: “O, Ella!"’ to Mrs. Davie. 

She then said to the others: “It’s Frank. 
It’s all right. Let’s go back.” 

he two women went back and the two 
men departed. Later two men went up near 
the tent and heard a man Inside talking to 
the women. They believed from the volce 
that it was Davie. 

Davie was found asleep Saturday morn- 
ing in a barn on the farm of a brother-in- 
law near Carbondale. His coat was wet, 
but he explained ihat this was caused by 
6team blowing on him from a passing lo- 
comotive and not from the rain that fell 
here during the night. He says that he left 
here Friday to go to Fredonia to visit his 
wife’s parents and stopped at the home of 
his brother-intaw. The family of the latter 
being asleep, he slept in the barn in pre- 
ference to waking them. 

The mgs eng is that the women were 
killed while they slept. The wound on Mrs. 
Davie's head was made with something 
similar to the hammer end of a hatchet. 
The wound on the Milistead woman's head 
may have been Made with the blade of a 
dull hatchet or with a poker. 

Mrs. Davie's life was insured for $500 in 
her husband's favor. It is the theory of the 
authorities that the girl was killed to hide 
the Orst crime.

WILL BE SOLD AT AUCTION. 


DANGEROUS FOR DEALERS TO AT- 
TEMPT TO EVADE SEIZURE. 


Any One Who Attempts to Do This 
Will Be Prosecuted, So the Pat- 
rons of the Jacobs Cigar Fac- 
tory Must Stand Losses. 


Piled up in three large rooms on the 
second floor of the Federal building are 
boxes of various sizes containing 100,000 
cigars. 

They are all labeled with bogus revenue 
stamps and were manufactured at the 
factory of W. M. Jacabs in Lancaster, Pa. 

The geizure of these goods means a loss 


of several thousand dollars to St. Louis 
dealers. Some grades of the confiscated 
cigars are retailed at W cents. 

Bleven deputies from the office of Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector Grenner are making 
a thorough inspection of the stock in every 
cigar store, jobbing house and factory in 
S« Louis. Their efforts have resulted in 
turning up the ‘Jacobs’ cigars at the rate 
of 30,000 a day. 

Mr. Grenner says the investigation has 
only begun, and he anticipates that possibly 
a million cigars will be confiscated here be- 
fore it is concluded. 

As stated the principal members of the 
gang of revenue stamp counterfeiters, in- 
cluding two former United States District 
Attorneys, and W. M. Jacobs, the largest 
cigar manufacturer in Pennsylvania, ara 
under arrest at Lancaster, Pa. The Federal 
authorities declare the evidence against 
them is conclusive. A complete outrit for 
manufacturin the bogus stamps was 
found in the pa A factory. The case is 
in charge of John E. Wilkie, Chief of the 
Secret Service Bureau at Washington. He 
was the first to unearth the fraud. 

The imitation gtamps are almost an exact 
counterpart of the genuine, and the dif- 
ference cannot be detected without the aid 
of a microscope. By evading the payment 
of ~ yy taxes Jacobs et al. were enabled 
to sell their goods at very low prices. They 
found purchasers in every part of the 
United States 

In St. Louis it is estimated that about 
100 dealers patronized the concern. hey 
have been virtually victimized, as under 
the law they must surrender the goods to 
the Government, and not a cent will they 
get in return. 

At one store the revenue officer confis- 
cated 16,000 cigars Tuesday. 

The proprietor was indignant, and plead- 
< that he was innocent of any wrong do- 
ng. 
“Where did you buy them?’ asked the 
deputy. 

“I ordered them through traveling agents 
who called here regularly. I paid as high 
as $6 a thousand and I can’t afford to lose 
the money these cigars represent.’’ 

The officials then telephoned for an ex- 
press wagon and the cigars were carted 
to the Custom House. 

In many cases thé dealers were dum- 
founded when the revenue officers called, 
but none of them resisted. 

If Uncle Sam has.ltost a mint of money 
by the swindle he will recover some of it 
in a short while. For after the cigars 
are restamped and recounted they will be 
turned over to United’@tates Marshal L. C. 
Bohle: He wil invite bids for the entire 
lot or hold a publie guction. 

The proceeds will @o to the Government. 
Most cigar makers have used the Jacobs 
cigars. They have prebably ® different 
names, among which are “The Pretty 
Smile,’’ ‘‘Bouquet,’’ ‘‘Romantic”’ and “Key 
West Bouquet.”’ 

Collector Grenner said Tuesday: “I can’t 
ee anything high grade about the cigar. 

smoked one, and actually it was like cable 
rope.

Collector Grenner has announced that 
dealers who surreptitiously dispose of the 
Jacobs cigars to evade their seizure by 
revenue officers, wiil be criminally prose- 
cuted. He says he had cause to believe 
that this was being done, and if the warn- 
ing is not heeded, a score of arrests may 


follow. 
SEIZING CIGARS. 


In Many Cities Boxes With Bogus 
Stamps Are Found. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April %.—United 


State Revenue officials seized this morning 
over 100,000 cigars manufactured by the Ja- 
cobson factory from eight Little Rock deal- 
ers. The confiscations ranged from 1000 to 
10,000 cigars. About 75 dealers are yet to 
be visited by the ents. At noon the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue received a tele- 
gram from Texarkana announcing that 
several dealers in that city were carrying 
large stocks of cigars from the Jacobson 
factory and two deputies will leave here 
this afternoon to investigate the stocks. 


NDPW HAVDPN, Conn., April 3.—Revenue 
officers to-day made additional seizures of 
cigars manufactured by W. M. Jacobs of 
Lancaster, Pa., and bearing the counterfeit 
stamps. 

The lot taken by the Government to-day 
numbered 10,000, making over 18,000 cigars 
thus far seized in this city.

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BIG CAT OBJECTED TO BEING 
FILLED WITH GERMS. 
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SURGEONS WERE IN DEMAND. 


Dr. Gradwohl, Bacteriologist at the 
City Hospital, Will in Future 
Experiment With Kittens.

Dr. Gradwohl, who has charge of the 
Bacteriological Department at the City 
Hospital, has been camping on the trail of 
the cerebro-spinal meningitis microbe for 
several weeks. His purpose is to catch 
the bug and study ways and means of ren- 
dering it innocuous. 

The pursuit was interrupted Tuesday 
forenoon by an incident that gave the sur- 


force at the hospital several small 
obs. 
Dr. Gradwehl's method of trapping and 
taming microbes is to inject serum that 
contains them into a cat, and noting the 
effect on the animal. He had a vial of 
serum from a victim of cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis Tuesday and directed a detail to 
get him a cat. These are cats a-plenty at 
the hospital, but tney are not the meek, 
soeiable brutes that are found in private 
houses. They live in the cellar and devote 
their time to catching rats. They rarely 
see a human being and when they do they 
do not encourage familiarity. 

Following instructions the detail repaired 
to the basement and after a hard chase 
captured a cat—a big yellow \“‘tom” with 
the marks of many a wound! received in 
combat on his person. 

The detail marched into Dr.| Gradwohl's 
laboratory carrying the cat by the scruff of 
the neck. The cat was aabasile and rye 
to scratch. Its eyes blazed and its tal 
looked like a feather duster.

A MUTILATED WILL.

TWO DEMOCRATS WITH THE OP-

Cardwell’s Motion, After a Tangle in 
Parliamentary Procedure, Is 
Beaten by a Vote of 
72 to 42.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April %.—All 
efforts to block the Farris beer inspection 
bill in progress to the statute books has 
failed, even to the threatened protest 
against its being signed by the officers of 
the House and Senate. The only recourse 
left the brewers is to fight the law in the 
courts. 

The bill was read at length in the Sen- 


ate this morning and signed by President 
Bolte and Secretary Roach. It was af 
once sent to the House to be signed by 
the Speaker and Chief Clerk, thence to go 
to the Governor for his signature to be- 
come a law, but when the bil] reached the 
House Jackson (Dem.) of New Madrid 
County. who is a saloonkeeper, filed a writ- 
ten protest. 

The protest sets forth that the bill is un- 
constitutional, that its title is misleading; 
that it was not legally passed, and that the 
Speaker acted arbitrarily in violation of 
parliamentary and constitutional law in 
permitting Whitecotton and McClaren to 
vote after the verification of the roll. The 
protest was signed by Cardwell and Jack- 
son (Democrats), Kelton, Wilson of St. 
Louis, Wilson of Hickory and Beedle (Re- 
pubiicane). 

Kneisley moved that the protest be re- 
jected, which threw the House into an 
exceedingly awkward tangle. This is the 
first time a protest of this sort has been 
fled for years, and the House did not 
know what to do with it, though many 
members thought they could offer a way 
out and volunteered to do it, with the re- 
sult that the tangle only became greater. 
Finally all motions were withdrawn and 
Cardwell moved that the protest be sus-

Cardwell’s motion failed by a vote of 72 
to 42 and the enrolled bill was promptly 
signed by the Speaker.

STARKLOFF. 


Cppesition to the Administration Fa- 
vors the Former City Hospital 
Superintendent. 


The name of Dr. Otto Sutter will be pre- 
eented to Mayor Ziegenhein Tuesday after- 
noon for appointment as Health Commis- 
sioner, to succeed Dr. Max Starklof?. 

The Mayor's alate, as first made up, con- 
tained the name of Dr. Starkloff, and had 
not members of the House of Delegates 
and Council served positive notice on the 
Mayor that Dr. Starkloff’s appointment 
would not be confirmed, the list would have 
been eent to the Council last Friday. Mayor 
Ziegenhein hag clung to the hope that he 
could influence the members to support his 


choice, but the opposition has never weak- 
ened, and the Mayor has realized that _he 
must give up the idea of appointing Dr. 
Starkloff to succeed himself. The opposi- 
tion to Dr. Starkloff has taken a more seri- 
ous turn than the Mayor thought possible, 
and the men who hold the power to confirm 
or reject threatene’ to de t geome of the 
cherished plans of the Mayor and to parade 
before the public certaih things which the 
Mayor wants to keep quiet if he persists in 
A appointment of his Health Commis- 
sioner. 

Dr. Sutter declared himself out of politics 
when he resigned his sition as superin- 
tendent of the City Hospital the first of 
the year. He established a private hos- 

ital. When the apoonen to Dr. Stark- 

off began to develop the opposition cast 
about for a man to place at the head of 
the Health Department. Dr. Sutter was 
approached and the support of the opposi- 
tion was proffered him. He declared he 
would not accept the position if ap- 

inted and reiterated his determination 

o keep out of politics. 

Dr. Sutter’s administration of affairs at 
the City Hospital met with the approba- 
tion of the Ziegenhein administration, and 
it is said that the Mayor has intimated 
that if the withdraal of Dr. Starkloff's 
name and the substitution of Dr. Sutter's 
‘will placate the opposition he will revise 
his slate. Dr. Sutter’s personal and politi- 
cal friends have had several conversations 
with him, and while he has not publicly 
announced that he would accept the posi- 
tion if tendereal him, his friends say he 
would not refuse if it were tendered him.

Two jackies on the deck of the cruiser 
sprang over the rail and into the’ river 
after the boys. The lads and sailors were 
hauled on board the cruiser amid great 
cheering from visitors.
